Points in the Decision. 


In his decision, after holding that the 
water power in question always had been 
considered as under the control of the Canal 
Commissioners, Judge Hilscher quotes sec- 
tion 17 of the drainage act, which gives the 
trustees the right to cross highways or 
public property, with the proviso that the 
public use of such property shall not be 
unnecessarily hindered or interfered with. 
Another proviso reads that the crossing of 
the drainage canal over the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal shall not be such as to im- 
pair the usefulness of the latter, and must 
be made under the supervision of the Canal 
Commissioners. From this he makes the 
deduction that the latter officials are prac- 
tically the judges as to how that crossing 
shall be made. Qn this point the Judge 
says: 

Keeping these things in mind, as well 
also the provisions of the canal act defining 
the powers and duties of the Canal Commis- 
sioners, it would seem clear that the duty 
cast upon the Canal Commissioners to direct 
and supervise the crossing of the canal 
carries with it the power on their part to 
enter into any and all agreements, con- 
formable to law, for the prosecution of the 
work. This must be true, or the Sanitary 
District could not know how to proceed or 
contract, as the law requires, with reference 
to a work involving such a vast amount of 
labor and money. But in making such 
agreements they cannot exceed the limita- 
tions placed upon them by law; or, as was 
said at the argument, they cannot contract 
themselves out of the law under which and 
by virtue of which alone they act. They can 
not make a contract the effect of which 
would be to impair the usefulness of the 
canal or operate to theinjury of any right of 
the State therein.“ 


Compares This and Adams Case. 
The Judge then quotes section 23 of the 


not be construed to authorize the injury or 
destruction of existing water power rights,” 
and proceeds to argue that there is a differ- 
ence between this case and that of the 
Adams case. The dams which form the 
Norton powcr, he says, have stood at their 
present height for fifty years. Any lessen- 
ing of that height must result in a diminu- 
tion of that power. A water-power right he 
defines as the potential energy of the 
water falling from the highest possible 
height to the lowest possible depth.” The 
plans of the drainage trustees, he says, con- 
template the lowering of the top of the dam 
3.6 feet, and consequently the water power 
would be impaired to just that extent. Then 
he adds: 8 

A valuable water right exists at this dam 
and has been available ever since the dam 
was built to utilize the water flowing at that 
point falling from an altitude of minus 42.4 
feet below Chicago datum. Is theré any 
physical objection to maintaining the dam 
at minus 42.4 feet? In other words, is it 
physically impossible to make the authorized 
crossing of the canal, and at the same time 
maintain the dam at minus 42.47 Without. 
going into an examination of the evidence it 
is suffitient to say that I find that such im- 
possibility does not exist; but, on the con- 
trary, it is practicable to do so.“ 


Trustees Own the Land. 


In ͤ holding the payment of the price of the 
land by the trustees to the commissioners 
sufficient to ‘give them the necessary pos- 
session, the Judge says: | 
As to the real estate mentioned, it is not 
disputed that the price agreed upon was a 
fair price. I am satisfled from the evidence 
that the price so agreed upon was paid by 
the Sanitary District to the proper officer of 
the Board of Canal Commissioners, and by 
him received as such payment. Had the 
Canal commissioners power to agree on a 
price? I think the grant of power to the 
Sanitary District to acquire the right of way 
across public lands and lands held for public 
use, is adequate to obtain such right of way. 
If this is true, then there must be somebody 
with whom compensation may be agreed 
upon and paid to.“ 

The answer the drainage trustees make to 
the argument of Judge Hilscher is that low- 
ering the crest of the dam undoubtedly 
would diminish the water power if the same 
amount of water was to flow over it when the 
drainage canal is completed as does now. 
The facts, however, are that the volume of 
water will be increased a hundredfold and 
more water power will be developed with a 
lower dam than with the present one. If 
the dam were retained at its present height 
the water power would be greatly increased. 
All of Engineer Randolph's plans were made 
with the purpose of retaining the existing 
water power, but not of adding to it. 

The case just decided grew out of an en- 
deavor of the Canal Commissioners to se- 
cure for John L. Norton more water power 
at Joliet than the contract between the 
trustees and commissioners entitled him to.

EXCITING SCENE IN COURT.

Paris, Oct. 28.—The demand made today be- 

fore the Court of Cassation by Prosecutor 

General Manau that not only should the un- 

justly condemned be righted but the guilty 

punished has maddened the anti-Dreyfus- 
ites and caused a panic among the heads of 
the army. 

The use of Colonel Henry’s forgery ren- 
ders two ex-Ministers of War, Mercier and 
_ Boisdeffre, and two Generals, Gonze and 

Le Perlieux, in addition to Paty de Clam, 
liabie to prosecution under the penal code. 

Paris is in suspense, waiting to see wheth- 
er the court will accede to M. Manau's de- 
mand for the prosecution of the guilty par- 

tles, for then the government will have no 
option under the constitution but to as- 
sent. 

It is expected in legal circles the Court of 
Cassation will annul the 1894 trial and or- 
der a supplementary inquiry. This would 
imply an order from the court to produce 
all the documents, including the secret 
dossier which the War office is holding 
back, and a new trial before a court-mar- 
tial. Should the court decide to quash the 
Dreyfus conviction as unwarranted by the 
evidence it would involve the immediate 
liberation of the prisoner, leaving it optional 
with the general staff to institute a new 
trial. 

One Significant Feature. 


Today's proceedings at the Court of Cassa- 
tion were devoid of sensation. The only 
emotion caused ensued upon the reading of 
pathetic letters from Dreyfus. 

A significant point was the revelation of 
the fact that General de Boisdeffre gave 
orders, after the Dreyfus case was supposed 
closed, for the dossier containing the 
bordereau to be burned, and expressed sur- 


prise afterward to find that his orders had 


not been executed. 
Thus far the War office has not been rep- 
resented ‘in the present proceedings, and 


there is still but little hope of the secret 


dossier being produced, if—as, 
however, looks somewhat doubfful—M. 
Dupuy succeeds in forming a Cabinet. He 
was Premier during the Dreyfus trial and 
his appointment delights the anti-Dreyfus- 
ites, who see in it the indication that Presi- 
dent Faure has a greater sympathy for the 
army than for the discovery of the truth. 


It is asserted that the father-in-law of Drey- 


fus has received a letter from the prisoner in 
his own handwriting. Former?y only copies 
of his letters were transmitted, and the ncw 
departure is regarded as a favorable sign. 


Americans Are Present. 

Judge Day and Senator Gray of the United 
States Peace commission visited the Court 
of Cassation today while M. Manaua, the 
Procurator General, was reviewing the 
Dreyfus case. 

Provided with a letter from General Hor- 
ace Porter, the United States Ambassador, 
to the presiding Judge, the two Americans, 
with the Second Secretary of the United 
States Embassy, proceeded to the Depart- 


ment of Justice, where; after much formality 


and to the surprise of General Porter, an or- 
der was secured from the presiding Judge 
to admit the commissioners. Upon their en- 
trance into the courtroom the fifteen Judges 
constituting the court bowed a dignified 
greeting without verbal welcome. The vis- 
itors were shown to seats on the bench and 
witnessed the proceedings for an hour with 
deep interest. 

Mme. Dreyfus was present in the court- 
room. 


Proceedings of the Trial. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Paris, Oct. 28.—At today’s session of the 
Court of Cassation in the Palace of Justice 
M. Bard, the reporter, concluded his report 
of the Dreyfus case, the first part of which 
was presented yesterday. He said this 
morning that the court should make every 
investigation necessary to enlighten them 
and place the whole truth in evidence. It 
was for the court to decide what remained 
to be done. The task was a delicate one, 
but that was no motive to avoid it. He 
concluded: 

“You have a great duty to fulfill. 
what your conscience dictates.“ 

M. Mornard, counsel for Mme. Dreyfus, 
charged that an investigation be ordered 
concerning the divergency of the testimony 
of the experts who examined the bor- 
dereau in 1894 and in 1897, and also to as- 
certain whether secret documents were 
communi to the members of the court- 
martial. 

The court was less crowded than yester- 
day, but the same stringent precautions 
were taken. . There was no excitement out- 
ide the Palace of Justice. Only a few 
people assembled about the building and 
the streets in the neighborhood presented 
their every-day appearance. 

The public prosecutor, M. Manau, followed 
M. Mornard. Addressing the Judges, he 
said: 

“Nobody can now take the Dreyfus at- 
fair out of your hands, nor can you relin- 
quish it without dereliction of duty. Your 
decisions must constitute for everybody 
the expression of truth and justice. Re- 
vise the trial, then, gentlemen, or at least 
prepare the road for its revision.” 


Must Punish the Guilty. 

M. Matiau deeciared the court could not 
annul the sentence imposed upon Dreyfus 
without a retrial ofthe prisoner. He added: 

“You must fix the responsibility. It 
Dreyfus is innocent, the culprit must not go 
unpunished.” 

The Public Prosecutor, continuing, pro- 
ceeded to grgue on the same lines as M. 
Bard, the yeporter of the case, urging a 
revision of the trial, and dwelling upon the 
fallibility of the writing experts. He alsu 
suggested that Major Esterhazy should testi- 
ty on the subject of the bordereau, suying:

Marchand En Route to Cairo. 
Paris, Oct. 28.—The French Foreign of- 


fice has received a dispatch from its 
diplomatic agency at Cairo, announcing 


the reported arrival of Major Marchand at 
| Khartum. The dispatch from Khartum to 


Cairo says Marchand reached that place on 
a boat recently sent up the Nile to Fashoda. 
and it added the Major deemed it necessary 
to personally bring to Cairo the unfinished 
portion of his report of his explorations. 
Captain Germain was left in command of 
the French mission at Fashoda 

Major, Marchand left Fashoda on Sunday 
and arrived at Khartum this morning. He 
will start for Cairo tomorrow. As the other 
Frenchmen remain at Fashoda, Major Mar- 
chand's departure from there is not regarded 
as a settlement of the question as to pos- 
session of that place, which is in dispute 
between Great Britain and France. 

Standing by Salisbury. 

London, Oct. 20.—The morning newspaper 
editorials regard Major Marchand’s move- 
ments from Fashoda to Khartum as indi- 
cative of a yielding on the specific question 
in controversy, although the position Is offi- 
cially unaltered. It is assumed that he will 
push on to Cairo in order to be in direct com- 
munfcation with the French government 
and that on reaching there he will represent 
to Paris the impossibility of remaining at 
Fashoda under existing conditions and will 
ask authority to withdraw his entire force. 
The Times says: The desire ascribed to 
France to raise a general discussion ought 
to be in itself sufficient answer to the ridic- 
ulous rumor circulated in ill informed quar- 
ters yesterday (Friday) that we intended to 
play into her hands by declaring a protecto- 
rate over Egypt. Nothing could be more 
unlikely at the present moment.” 

The Daily News takes it for granted that 
Major Marchand will come to Paris. 

The first Cabinet Minister to speak pub- 
licly since the Cabinet council on Thursday 
is Lord Balfour of Burleigh, Secretary for 
Scotland, who, when addressing a meeting 
last evening at Calashiels, Scotland, de- 
clared that it was the settled policy of the 
government that the Valley of the Nile must 
be Egyptian territory. 

As Viewed in London. 

Earl Spencer, First Lord of the Admiralty 
in Lord Rosebery’s government, in a strong 
speech last night at Greenock, indorsed Lord 
Salisbury’s attitude toward the Egyptian 
question and referred with the greatest 
satisfaction to the prospect of an Anglo- 
Saxon entente.” 

Baron de Courcel, French Ambassador, 
had another long interview at the Foreign 
office yesterday (Friday) with Sir Thomas 
Sanderson, Permanent Under Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, and there is no 
doubt that important matters were under 
discussion. 

The rumor was circulated on the Paris. 
boulevards yesterday that Major Marchand 
would be recalled from Fashoda, but on 
neither side of the channel—certainly not on 
this side—is any serious attention paid to 
the rumor that England will declare a pro- 
tectorate over Egypt. 

The Paris correspondent of the Standard 
says: 

I have excellent authority for the asser- 
tion that Major Marchand left Fashoda on 
his own initiative, but that he will demand 
permission to withdraw the mission, since 
his men are dying of hunger and disease.“ 

The special correspondent of the Daily 
News at Omdurman telegraphs: 

„ have reason to believe that Major 
Marchand is waiting for instructions to 
withdraw the French mission from 
Fashoda.”

“5. Therefore it is left to France to adopt 
any active measures to precipitate a con- 
flict.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette adds that it has 
good reason to believe that while Russia 
has counseled France to tide over the dif- 
ficulty and avold war, she has promised to 
throw her weight in the scale at no distant 
date, for the purpose of bringing the whole 
Egyptian question and the British oceupa- 
tion of Egypt to the front for settlement. 

There does not seem to be the slightest 
ground for the report of yesterday that the 
British Cabinet has decided to declare the 
protectorate of Great Britain over Egypt. 
It was based solely on a London digpatch 
to the Paris Solr. The papers do not com- 
ment upon the statement made and the &t.

Whoever he may be, he has enabled

General Wood Sees Pettit. 

The United States gunboat Hist arrived 
here tonight with General Leonard Wood, 
commander of the military department of 
Santiago, accompanied by Lieutenant Mat- 
thew Hanna. On landing General Wood was 
closeted with Colonel Pettit and his Adju- 
tant, and he was subsequently received by 
Colonel Pettit's entire regiment. ~ 

Lieutenant Lucien Young, the commander 
of the Hist, created more excitement on 
landing than even General Wood himself. 
‘Crowds gathered at the wharf to see the 
young commiander, who, with Lieutenants 
Holm and Jungen of the Hornet and Wom- 
patuck, defeated a whole flotilla of Spanish 
gunboats at Manzanillo on July 1 last. The 
people of Manzanillo consider Lieutenant 
Young a hero and a terror, and think he 
ought to be an Admiral, for, although the 
Spanish shore batteries in that memorable 
engagement continued to bombard the Amer- 
‘lean gunboats, it is generally admitted here 
that it was the shooting of the Hist that 
caused people to flee to the mountains. | 

Lieutenant Victor Blue, who has been in- 
specting the wrecks of the Spanish gun- 
boats, considers it quite impracticable to 
raise them, but he believes the Spanish 
steamer Purissima Concepcion can be saved. 


Opposition to Garcia. Tiss 

According to reports from the Cuban as- 
sembly at Santa Cruz de! Sur, General Galix- 
to Garcia has been chosen permanent chair- 
man of the organization. General Maximo 
Gomez is expected there tomorrow or next 
day, and it appears that the Cespedes fac- 
tion believes it can count upon the help of 
General Gomez to break the authority of 
Garcia. The Cespedes faction expects Gen- 
eral Gomez to appoint a court-martial to try 
General Garcia for offenses covering prac- 
tically everything from murder to petty lar- 
ceny, but the probability is that General Go- 
mez, recognizing Garcia's ascendency in the 
assembly, will not force the issue. 


Criticise Cuban Junta. . 

New York, Oct. 28.—The Times will tomor- 
row print the following: 

Fidel G. Pierra said yesterday (Friday) 
that a strong movement had been started in 
Havana in opposition to the provisional gov- 
ernment and to the junta here. He gave the 
reasons for such movement, showing that 
there is a sharp division of sentiment among 
Cubans. Mr. Pierra and his friends are es- 
pecially bitter against General Palma. At 
the commencement of his interview he said 
that he was now ready to break the long 
silence and paint Mr. Palma and the men 
surrounding him in their true colors. 

General Palma,’ Mr. Pierra said, was 
incompetent and unfit for the position he 
had been occupying. 

„What we objected to most strongly,’ 
Mr. Pierra said, ‘ was the long continuation 
of lying and deceit which the junta practiced 
on the administration at Washington. They 
told untruths and they know it. They lied 
when they said that the so-called govern- 
ment in Cuba was established and the ma- 
chinery in running order. This has since 
been dis proved. 


JOSEPH LEITER SAID 
TO BE NEGOTIATING FOR 
LOCOMOTIVE WORKS. 


Rhode Island Plant at Providence, Closed 
for a Long Time, to Re Reopened and 
Put Into Active Operation by Chi- 
cago Capital. | 


New York, Oct. 28.—[Special.]—Joseph 
Leiter, Chicago’s noted speculator, is said 
on high authority to have bought the Rhode 
Island Lecomotive Works, a famous plant 
in Providence, which has long been lying 
idle. His purpose is said to be to manu- 
facture locomotives under the many valua- 
ble patents the company owns. 

The deal is understood to have been put 
through by a syndicate of wealthy fron men 
in the West, some of whom are interested in 
the Wheelock stationery engine, the pat- 
ents for which are owned in Chicago. 

Joseph Leiter has been in Providence three 
times in the last two weeks, staying at the 
Hope club, where his identity and business 
were effectively concealed in pursuance of 
the policy of those interested to keep all in- 
formation from the public until the deal had 
been closed. 

An effort to confirm the reported sale by 
interviewing those who are interested in 
the works was made this-afternoon, but 
while no one would confirm the story it was 
not authoritatively denied. 

Eugene Mason of Providence, who bid the 
property in last spring, sald that so far as he 
knew no definite plans were under way for 
the sale of the property. 

Herbert J. Wells ot the Rhode Isiand Hos- 
pital Trust company, trustee for the locomo- 
tive works, did not deny that plans for sell- 
ing.the property were under way, but said 
they had not yet reached a stage where he 
would be justified in talking about them. 
He was surprised to learn that news of the 
deal had leaked out.

STREET CAR STRIKERS 


and the City Authorities Notify the 
Officers They Must Resume Today. 


London, Ont., Oct. 28.—[Special.]—The 
trouble which has existed for some time be- 
tween the London Street railway and its 
employés culminated last night in a general 
strike of motormen and conductors. 

At 2 o’clock this afternoon the street rail- 
way company started four cars from the 
barns, but before they reached the center of 
the city a large crowd had gathered, and the 
men on board the cars were jeered and hoot- 
ed at. 

The demonstration soon took on a more 
serious form, and stale eggs were freely 
used, Manager Carr being one of the princi- 
pal sufferers. Not a whole pane of glass 
was left in the cars, and they were soon 
headed for the barns again. 

No further attempt has since been made to 
take them out. The Mayor, City Council, 
and citizens generally uphold the strikers.

MAYOR CALLS MEETING OF SPECIAL 
COMMITTEE FOR MONDAY. 


Win Seek to Devisaa Way Out of the 
Difficulty Brought On by the Recent 
Decision of the Supreme Court to 
the Effect That Contracts for More 
than one Year Are lllegal—Quality

Harrison has called a of 
the special committee on garbage, composed 


‘Commissioner. Reynolds, Superintendent of 
Streets Doherty, and Aldermen Powers and 
Mavor, and ex-Alderman Harlan, appointed 
some time ago by the City Council, for next 
Monday. 

At this meeting the situation caused by the 
sustaining of the Tuley decision, that con- 
tracts for more than one year are Illegal, 
‘will be discussed and an attempt made to 
devise some way out of the difficulty. It is 
conceded on all sides that the present system 
2 — —— longer, and a different 
me 0 os ing of e must be es- 
tablished. : 

“We can at least talk the matter over,” 
said the Mayor yesterday, and as all mem- 
bers of ‘the committee are well acquainted 
with the subject something ought to come 
out ot it. Perhaps the best scheme would be 
for the city to establish its own plant for 
the disposal of the garbage, but the trouble 
with that is it is doubtful if it could operate 
a reduction plant, and would have to confine 
itself to crematories, which are hardly the 
best way of disposing of garbage. 

The trouble with reduction plants, how- 
ever, is that their superiority in the matter 
of economy comes from the fact that the oils 
and other residuum have a commercial value, 
but if the city were to attempt to go into the 
businéss of manufacturing lubricating oils 
it would be exceeding its powers as granted 
in the charter and every manufacturer of 
such oil would be after it with an injunction 
suit at once.“

posal in a sanitary manner of the garbage 
or to build a reduction plant under a one-

PHILADELPHIA JUBILEE PARADE 


President McKinley Reviews the Show, 
Rededicates Independence Hall, and 
Returns to Washington. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 28.—The jubilee 
closed today with a civic celebration. 

President McKinley and others of the 
Washington party returned to the capital 
last night. 

The day opened with the rededication of 
Independence Hall. 

Governor Hastings, Mayor Warwick, and 
the other officials reviewed the parade, which 
was an exhibition of the industries and arts. 
More than 20,000 men were in the line, and 
many floats. Especially handsome were 
those illustrative of art. The float of the 
School of Design for Women dealt with the 
renaissance, the subject being Peace Re- 
ceiving the Homage of Industries.“ 

Other subjects were painting, sculpture, 


architecture, and poetry, and many of the 


students, costumed according to the respect- 
ive periods, were in line. The commercial 
museums had floats descriptive of Hawaii, 
the Philippines, Porto Rico, and Cuba. 

One of the most striking floats was that 
representing the interior of the old Ross 
house, with Betsy Ross exhibiting to Wash- 
ington and Hancock the first American flag 
ever made. It was called “ The Birth of the 
American Flag.“ 

One of the displays was styled “‘ Our Re- 
united Country.” It showed a group of 
American soldiers, among whom stood, with 
clasped hands, a Confederate and a union 
soldier. 

After Many ears was the title of a 
float representing John Bull and Uncle Sam 
clasping hands across the bows of their re- 
spective cruisers. ‘‘ A Trifle Embarrassed ’’ 
showed Uncle Sam and Miss Columbia stand- 
ing at the threshold of the United States 
Foundling Asylum,” at their feet a group of 
dusky children representing Hawali, the 
Philippines, Cuba, and Porto Rico clamoring 
for recognition. 

Other floats showed Hobson’s raft, Dewey 
at Manila, the Red Cross ministering to 
wounded soldiers, the heroes of the war, and 
Liberty. 

Generals Miles and Shafter were at the 
Bellevue during the early part of the parade, 
but saw none of it in public. 

One of the events of the day was a recep- 
tion aboard the new Japanese cruiser Kasagi 
by Captain Kashiwabara and the officers of 
the ship. The Kasagi, which recently went 
into commission, will soon sail for England, 
and after receiving its guns, thence to Japan.

TESTIMONY IS STARTLING

MR. LEININGER IS NAMED. 


Louis Liebrecht, 433 North Ashland ave- 
nue, formerly an employé in the West Town 
offices, was awarded judgment for $15 
against Henry Steffens in Justice Hum- 
phreyville’s court at River Forest for al- 
leged services in procuring a reduction of 
the amount of Mr. Steffens’ taxes. 

Liebrecht swore that he entered into an 
agreement with Mr. Steffens, who is a com- 
mission merchant at Union and Randolph 
streets, to secure a reduction on the mer- 
chant’s real estate, for which he was to be 
paid $20. He declared only $5 of the amount 
had been paid. 

Max Bahr, 1040 Milwaukee avenue, an up- 
holsterer and a former employé in the West 
Tewn offices, swore he was associated with 
Liebrecht in securing a reduction of Stef- 
fens’ taxes, with the assistance of Super- 
visor George Leininger. 

The cross-examination of Liebrecht 
brought out the assertion that the fixing of 
the taxes had been done by Bahr. The wit- 
ness said he had paid Bahr $10 for his serv- 
ices. Bahr corroborated Liebrecht's testi- 
mony, and added that he knew personally 
that $500 was taken off the taxes, and that 
a saving of $50 to Steffens had been effected. 
Bahr said Dr. Lieninger, the Supervisor, had 
told him the amount had been taken off, and 
also that he had seen it in the books. 

Justice Humphreyville, after reviewing 
the testimony, said: 

„ do not see why I should not give the 
plaintiff a judgment for $15. They have 
proved that they did what this man made a 
contract for. Judgment is rendered against 
the defendant for $15 and costs.“ 

West Town Assessor Timothy E. Ryan 

declared last evening that it would be im- 
possible for a state of affairs such as was 
related in Justice Humphreyville’s court to 
have existed.

ENGLAND’S CONDITIONS AS TO FASHODA, 

The clash of British and French inter- 
ests in the eastern Soudan, growing out 
of the Fashoda incident, has apparently 
reached an acute stage. While it is doubt- 
ful if Great Britain bas gone to the ex- 
tent of proclaiming a formal protectorate 
over Egypt as reported in Paris within 
the last thirty-six hours, it is evident that 
the action of the British Cabinet at its 
conference held on Thursday has much sig- 
nificance. The Pall Mall Gazette, in its 
issue of yesterday afternoon, furnishes a 
concise and plausible summary of the con- 
clusions reached at fhe conference as fol- 
lows: 

1. Marchand geet be withdrawn uncon- 
ditionally and no undertaking or promise can 
be given to discuss the questions raised by France 
in regard to access to the Nile. 


2 When Marchand is withdrawn it will be 
determined whether the question raised admits

cussion can be proceeded with. 

3. Every possible facility will be afforded 
to assist in Marchand’s withdrawal by which- 
ever route select ec. 

4. If Marchand is not withdrawn there will 
be no interference with his remaining at Fashoda, 
nor date fixed for his withdrawal. Necessarily 
reinforcements wili not be permitted to reach 
him. He will be treated courteously as a foreign 
visitor and will be regarded in no other Hght. 

8. Therefore it is left to France to adopt 
any active measures to precipitate a conflict. 

If this statement of the situation is abso- 
lutely authentic, it leaves nothing for France 
to do but to withdraw Marchand without 
conditions or to make forcible resistance 
to the demands of England. In the mean- 
time it is seen that Kngiand makes uo 
threat of forcibly ejecting Marchand and 
his expedition from Fashoda, though of- 
fering to aid his withdrawal, but will re- 
sist any attempt of the French govern- 
ment to send him reinforcements. As 
Great Britain already has a force larger 
at Fashoda than Marchand, with a still 
stronger one within striking distance at 
Omdurman, besides being in complete con- 
trol- of the Nile, it will be seen that any 
aid sent to the Marchand expedition must 
approach Fashoda either from the west or 
the east coast of Africa, which would re- 
quire months of time, even if the British 
navy should permit a French land force 
to reach the African coast at all. Under 
these circumstances it is evident that France 


to stand alone in resistance to the British 
demands, and if war should result it will 
be practically over before any show of 
force can be made in the region which 1s 
the real subject of contention. 

In view of the Cabinet crisis through 
which France has just been passing, there 
is almost no ground on which to predicate 
a conjecture as to the policy which the 
French government will pursue. That 
France has been relying upon the friend- 
ship of Russia is highly probable, though 
this is evidently regarded in London as 
little better than a “broken reed.” If 
Russia could aid its southern ally by as- 
suming a menacing attitude to British in- 
terests in eastern China, or even in north- 
western India, it might be willing to bear 
the risk, but it is safe to say that the 
Czar would be slow to take any steps that 
would invite a hostile attack from a formid- 
able English navy nearer his home capital. 
As for Germany, the indications are that 
a good understanding exists between that 
country and England, even if the Kaiser 
had no substantial reasons for declining 
to give aid to his arch enemy, the French 
nation. On the whole, it is not probable 
that either Russia or France will oppose 
any fighting objections to the British poli- 
cy, though the former may be willing to 
use its good offices in a diplomatic way. 

While Egyptian territory is assumed to 
be the cause of contention it is only nominal- 
ly so. The real cause for the conflict grows 
out of the fact that, while England has 
set out to occupy a strip of eastern Africa, 
extending from Gairo to the Cape of Good 
Hope, including the valley of the Nile to 
its source in the Victoria Nyanza Lake, 
France has undertaken to occupy a zone of 
territory extending across the continent 
from east to west, and they have come in 
collision in the region of Fashoda. Nothing 
is more evident than that one or the other 
must yield or there must be an agreement 
for joint occupation. There may be conces- 
sions, but joint occupation is improbable. 

The story that Marchand has reached 
Khartum on his return journey will prob- 
ably be accepted in gland as evidence 
that he has abandoned all intention of lay- 
ing claim to Upper Nile territory and has 
accepted the British offer to transport him 
out of the country. For the time his pres- 
ence is evidently tolerated by Kitchener’s 
forces, and he is probably enjoying English 
hospitality.

question. They are well advised of the 
fact that the election of a new American 
Congress will occur within the next two 
weeks; and, while it will have nothing to 
do with the decision of questions to be acted 
on at the next regular session, they will 
look to it as evidence of public sentiment 
in the United States on the questions now 
pending before the Paris Peace commission. 
To put it otherwise, they will construe the 
election of a Democratic Congress as an 
expression of disapproval of the policy of 
the administration in the conduct of the 
late war and the demands it has made—or 
is likely to make—upon the Spanish gov- 
ernment in the settlement of the terms of a 
permanent peace, and this they anticipate 
will have the effect to embarrass the Presi- 
dent in carrying out his line of policy, if it 
does not effect its entire defeat. 

That there is reason for the anticipations 
entertained by the Spanish commissioners 
and the Spanish people of advantage to 
accrue to their cause from the election of 
a Democratic majority in the next Congress 
is shown by the utterances of such leaders 
as William J. Bryan, Joe Bailey of Texas, 
and many more, who, although unsparing 
critics of the President at the beginning of 
the war for his conservatism, as candidates 


and through the press, have already been 
assailing the President for ‘his policy in 
reaping the results of the war. The elec- 
tion of these men and their favorites to the 
Fifty-sixth Congress will be regarded as a 
triumph for the contention that the United 
States shall either assume the debt which 
Spain has imposed upon its colonies in the 
effort to perpetuate its bloody rule, or re- 
turn them to be subject to its despotism in 
the future as in the past. In other words, 
in the estimation of the Spanish nation our 
next Congress will be either American or 
pro-Spanish in sentiment. Which it is to 
be, it is for the American people to say at 
the polls on the 8th of November. 

The sentiments expressed by President 
McKinley during his late visit to this city 
and in his tour through the West in refer- 
ence to the settlement of questions growing 
out of the late war have met the well nigh 
universal approval of patriotic citizens of 
all classes and parties—the most radical as 
well as the most conservative. It is the 
duty of every voter who has the welfare 
and the prosperity of the nation at heart to 
see that the President is backed by a Con- 
gress which will aid him in sustaining the 
interests of the American people and main- 
taining the honor of the flag.

ACQUISITION OF THE PHILIPPINES, 

The Sunset club listened to a debate 
on national expansion night before last. 
Congressman Mann made an excellent argu- 
ment in support of the acquisition of the 
Philippines and replied satisfactorily to a 
number of the objections which have been 
raised by mugwumps, like Schurz, and by 
Bryanites, ike Altgeld, Bailey of Texas, 
and Bryan himself, to the ownership of 
the Philippines by the United States. 

Edwin Burritt Smith appeared before 
the club as the spokesman of the anti-ex- 
pansion views of the individuals just named. 
Like them he alleged that “ the inhabitants 
of our proposed acquisitions will at once 
become citizens of the United States, and 
have all the immunities of citizenship in 
every part of our country.” That is, he 
is afraid the two million or more adult 
male Chinese, Filipinos, etc., who now ir- 
habit the Philippines, will swarm into the 
United States in the event of annexa- 
tion, eutvote the fifteen million voters al- 
ready here, and govern the country. 

The Malays certainly will not come, for 
they are the children of a tropical climate. 
No part of the United States would at- 
tract them. The Chinese in the Philippines 
would like to come, but there is an ex- 
clusion law that keeps them out. It will 
not be repealed. If Congress chooses it 
can exclude any foreign race it pleases. 
It can shut out Malayans and Hindoos as 
well as Chinese. | 

But Mr. Smith alleges that the simple 
annexation of the Philippines will make its 
present inhabitants, whether yellow or 
brown, citizens of the United States, and 
entitled to all the immunities and privi- 
jeges of citizenship. That is not so, The 
question is one for Congress to deter- 
mine. The constitution is silent on the 
subject. The treaty with France for the 
purchase of Louisiana provided that the 
inhabitants should be admitted as soon 
as possible “to the enjoyment of all the 
rights, advantages,. and immunities of citi- 
zens of the United States.” Nobody be- 
lieved that the constitution gave the in- 
habitants those rights and immunities the 
moment the territory in which they dwelt 
became subject to the jurisdiction of the 
United States, 

The treaties made with Spain concern- 
ing Florida and the one with Mexico con- 
cerning California and New Mexico con- 
tain similar provisions. The latter pro- 
vides that Mexicans living in the ceded ter- 
ritory, who did not retain their Mexican 
citizenship, “shall be admitted at the 
proper time (to be judged of by the Con- 
gress of the United States) to the enjoy- 
ment of all the rights of citizens of the 
United States.” The treaty by which Alas- 
ka was acquired provides that the in- 
habitants, “with the exception of unciv- 
Uised native tribes,” shall be admitted to 
the enjoyment of all the rights of citizens. 

The political status of the inhabitants 
of the Philippines, in the event of annexa- | 
tion, will depend primarily on the stipuls- 
tions of the treaty of cession, If it de-

New Mexico has been held 
for fifty years and is not a State yet. 
Congress would have power to divide up 
the Philippines into States, but if those 
islands are acquired it will not make States 
of them for a century or three centuries 
to come. Congress would no more dream 
of doing so than Great Britain does of 
giving India representation based on its 
voting strength in the British Parliament. 
There are things which Congress has the 
power to do, but whieh it will not do be- 
cause the people, who elect Congress, do 
not want them done. 

The people of the United States do not 
want the Philippines in order to make 
States out of them, or to convert their 
inhabitants into full-fledged American citi- 
zens, The people want the islands so that 
this country may have something to com- 
pensate it for the cost of the war. They 
want the islands also not merely because 
they will become greater consumers of 


ern Asia will enable the United States 
to secure a larger share of the increasing 
commerce of that part of the world. 

Furthermore, most Americans believe that 
national expansion is a duty on the part 
of every country which wishes to be a 
great civilizing power, and that the nation 
which does not expand decays. Believing 
all this, perverted constructions put on a 
constitution which does not forbid terri- 
torial expansion, and does not deny the 
general government the right to hold colonial 
possessions, will not induce the people to 
wease insisting on the retention of the 
Philippines.

AGONCILLO’S CHANGE OF VIEWS. 

Judging from the letter written by Agon- 
cillo to a friend in Washington, this emis- 
sary of Aguinaldo and of the Philippine 
Malay insurgents has been getting his eyes 
opened since his arrivalin Paris. He evi- 
dently sees things in a more conservative 
and sensible light than he did when he was 
passing through Chicago or sojourning in 
Washington. Since he has got to Paris 
and seen the scheming and trickery by 
which Spain is still striving to retain hold 
of the Philippine Islands he has come to 
realize that the first, chief, and all-impor- 
tant thing to be done is to avoid the restora- 
tion of Spanish sovereignty in the islands. 
As he is keeping Aguinaldo advised to 
that effect, hts journey to Paris has proba- 
bly been of some genuine benefit, though not 
in just the way he and his master originally 
intended. 

When Agoncillo came through the United 
States he had large ideas of being appoint- 
ed by the President as a member of the 
Paris commission. He also had still more 
vaulting notions about having the whole 
Philippine group turned over to the rule of 
the Malay faction of the insurgents, and 
would scarcely deign to consider the idea 
of American rule in the islands. He has 
now greatly modified these views. He is 
quite willing to contemplate the idea of 
American possession, for a time, at least, 
and he has waked up to the fact that the 
great, paramount issue is the complete and 
permanent expulsion of Spain from the 
Philippines. His vanity is stil] sufficiently 
in evidence to make him believe that his 
presence in Paris and Washington has 
helped to make the American government 
more determined on this point, but there 
is no harm in his cherishing that belief if 
he only keeps his chief thoroughly im- 
pressed with the fact that Spanish evacua- 
tion is the main point, and American control 
a necessary consequence of securing it. 

The firm but generous treatment which 
Agoncillo has received from the President 
and from the Peace Commissioners has 
also given him a better comprehension of 
the nature of the American government and 
people. The Malays had grown to look 
upon Spain with contempt, as well as with 
hatred. They despised Spain as a de- 
crepit, weak, ernel, and tyrannical power. 
They probably thought that all other na- 
tions were built on the same plan as Spain, 
ahd when Dewey crushed the Spanish fleet 
at Manila they got the idea that they could .

Vast Resources of the Philippine Is- 
lands Wrested from Spain—Blun- 
der to Abandon Them. 


Manila, Oct. 10,—From the point of view 
here, it seems as if the decision as to the 


1 future of the Philippines has been made al- 


ready, so far as the Americans are con- 
cerned, and what may be said by those who 
have had the small opportunity of observa- 
tion afforded by our operations here can 
have little weight. 

An immense amount of formation has 
been spread through the United States by 
inaccurate writers who have made the 
briefest possible visits here and have had 
the smallest possible facilities for gather- 
ing trustworthy information. This misin- 
formation is probably most widespread con- 
cerning the climate. So far as Manila and 
the country in its immediate vicinity are 
concerned, the climate bears small resem- 
blance to the dreadful pictures drawn for 
the soldiers of the expeditionary forces. 
We journeyed hither with the notion that we 
were coming into a hell pit where heat and 
rain alternated in making men miserable 
and ill. Now, the fact is that it is not so 
bad after all. It is hot, but frequently it is 
much hotter in New York. It rains, and it 
rains hard. No United States rain can com- 
pare with a good, able-bodied Philippine 
downpour. But you go prepared for rain 
in the rainy season, and you do not mind 
it much. And you dress for the heat and do 
not mind that much, If one observes rea- 
sonable precautions and takes fairly good 
care of himself, the climate need have no 
terror, and in the fall season, which is now 
coming on, it is delightful. We have had 
the first week or ten days of fine, clear days, 
hot, no doubt, at noonday, but cool and de- 
lightful at night, with fresh, pleasant 
breezes and clear alr. 


With Cuba, Porto Rico, the Hawaiian Is- 
lands, and Guam ours, it seems as if the 
question of expansion or imperialism, if it 
be so called, is already decided. Then the 
question of the retentiom of the Philippines 
by the United States becomes simply one of 
specific advantage or disadvantage. There 
are arguments on both sides; which side has 
the prepontierance?

It is absolutely true. The Philippine Is- 
lands form an empire whose possibilities are 
beyond the bounds of computation. The sur- 
face has not even been scratched and al- 
ready their commerce amounts to hundreds 
of millions. The soll is fertile beyond any- 
thing America knows, and it is suited-to al- 
mest every crop. The manager of the Ma- 
nila branch of the Chartered Bank of Inc‘a, 
Australia, and China said to me the other 
day that in all his experience in these is- 
lands he had never seen a failure of any 
crop. Whatever was sown, that was reaped. 

Only the faintest suggestion of deveinp- 
ment of the islands’ resources has been 
made. It has been the policy of the Spanish 
to prevent development. Robbery and per- 
sonal gain were the only objects of the Span- 
ish officials. Take the single instance of the 
building of the breakwater and pier off the 
mouth of the Pasig River. Work has bcen 
going on at it for two-score years or more. 
There were several special taxes devoted 
ostensibly to the construction of the pier, 
and the fund was increased by a percentage 
of the import duties, wharfage dues in the 

‘river, Mghthouse tax, and other imposts. 
Yet the pier is hardly begun. 

When Genera) Whittier took over the pub- 
lic treasury and examined the books the 
first thing he found was proof that Weyler 
lined his pockets well when he was Captain 
General of the Philippines. When he left 
the islands he stole 2,500,000 pesos from the 
treasury. He gave 100,000 pesos to the 
Judge who had jurisdiction of such cases and 
400,000 to the treasurer and other officfals 
who were in a position to make trouble for 
him That shows one limit of Spanish theft. 

Here ts another. The manager of one of the 
largest English business houses in Manila 
desired to build an outhouse in his yard. It 
was necessary to get a permit. One almost 
had to get a permit to breathe under Span- 
ish rule here. He went to the Governor of 
the city and had to give a bribe of 100 pesos 
before the permit could be issued. That be- 
sides the fee for the permit. 


No wonder the resources of the islands are 
not fully known. What is known of them, 
however, is enough to amaze one. Hemp 
and binders’ twine and material for ropes 
and cords can be grown without limit, as 


| well as sugar cane, coffee, rice, and fruits. 


There are thousands of acres of the finest 
coffee lands under the sun lying untouched. 
Fertile valleys, wooded and shaded, protect- 
ed against winds, where the rainfall is tre- 
mendous and even, a paradise for coffee 
growers, and the opportunity for no one to 
say what fortunes. In the islands to the 
south there are forests of teak, ebony, and 
mahogany that have never been touched. 
In the floors of the commonest buildings in 
and around Manila one sees teak boards 
two feet wide and twenty-five feet long. 
Mahogany is used as we use pine. Mindoro 
is covered with such wood, and only the 
fringe of Mindoro has been touched. These 
things are just a suggestion of the possi- 
bilities. 

Labor is plentiful, sure, and cheap. One 
hires a man for eight pesos a month, and 
fifteen pesos is a price never heard of until 
the Americans came here and began to bull 
the market. [A peso is about equal to 50 
cents in silver.) 

The other side of the question has its 
strong arguments, too. Some of the islands 
are inhabited by savages whom the Spanish 
never conquered. The natives we have seen 
about Manila are the best of the whole lot. 
They have had the advantage of twa cent- 
uries and more of association with such civ- 
lization as the Spaniards possess. They 
have had more chance of education than 
their fellows of the remote provinces. Yet 
not even the best of them are capable of self- 
government. Aguinaldo himself falls short 
of comprehension of the requirements, pos- 
sibilities, and dangers of the instutitions he 
seeks to found. Two hundred years of free 
government by Americans, with free 
schools and all that that implies, will not fit 
these people for citizenship as we know 
and understand it. A successful govern- 
ment of these islands by Americans must be 
a modification of the English colonial sys- 
tem, and that involves a radical departure 
from all we know. The conquering of the 
islands from the natives will be a difficult 
and arduous task in some cases, but we 
should have plenty of time to do it as we
